WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—(4)-—A 
hazard to NRA perhaps even greater | 
than the problem of Henry Ford will | 
engage President Roosevelt tomorrow 
in conference with head men of the 
steel world, summoned to account for 
a three-week failure to work out a 
labor agreement, for their coal mines. 

The chief executive with Hugh 8. 
Johnson and legal advisors has worked 
out definitely the course to be taken 
if the parley shows no results are to 
be had without government action, but 
they know that any use of force may 
precipitate a contest on whether the 
extreme resorts to compulsion author- 
ized by the industrial law are per- 
mitted by the constitution. Mr. 
Roosevelt therefore intends to allow 
the widest opportunity for voluntary 
action. 

If the situation works out readily, 
Johnson intends to start within the 
week on a swing out to the west coast 
to make a series of speeches, aimed 
at straightening out disputed points 
of the NRA program, and to get a 
first-hand analysis of the country’s 
sentiment. The plan, long meditated, 
has not been announced because of 
uneertainty over the “eaptive mine’ 
situation. | 

Press Issue. 


One of Johnson’s biggest concerns 
today is over increasing clamor that 
NRA’s industrial control methods will, 
if they go the whole way, step across 
the constitutional guaranty of free- 
dom of the press. He maintains this 
is not true and has been preparing 
for some time to expound his position 
at the first available opportunity. 
He wants to go further also in con- 
vinecing the farm belt that industrial 
recovery is not the enemy of the 
farmer. 

A tentative itinerary has _ been 
worked out, with the first stop at 
Chicago, but it will not be settled 
unless tomorrow’s White House meet- 
ing Winds up the captive mine trouble.

Famous Shakespearean 
Actor Taken by Death in 
New York in 77th Year.

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—()—Ea- 
ward Hugh Sothern, who made roles 
of the forlorn Romeo and _ other 
Shakespearean figures live on the 
stages of two continents, died last 
night in his hotel suite. : 

He was 73 years old and succumb- 
ed to lobar pneumonia. 

His wife, Julia Marlowe—the Ju- 
liet of his greatest stage triumph— 
was at his bedside. His death was 
announced today. Only a few close 
friends and his family knew that the 
great actor died at 6:15 p. m. yes- 


terday. 
He had asked that his body be 
cremated. The funeral service will

Sothern was taken ill October 14 
with a eold which developed into 
pneurffonia. He and Mrs. Sothern 
had returned to the United States 
on October 6 and for a short visit to 
Broadway before going to their win- 
ter home in Luxor, Egypt.

Sothern’s love for the stage was 
denied, however, and he 
came home to act. 

“Anybody can make a living on the 
stage,” the youth had said recklessly.

JERUSALEM ARABS 
ATTACK JEWS’ CITY 


Police Forced To Use 
Guns To Prevent Sack- 
ing of Hebrew Quarter. 


JERUSALEM, Palestine, Oct. 29. 
(UP)—Fanatical Arabs fought fierce- 
ly today in an effort to sack the Jew- 
ish section of Jerusalem. Police re- 
inforcements were rushed into the 
streets to preserve order. 

Casualties in today’s fighting in- 
cluded two killed and 60 wounded, 
15 of them seriously, authorities an-

nounced in a communique on the re- 
current violence. Scores were taken 
to hospitals for treatment. 

The fighting broke out in the “old 
city” when an Arab mob tried to 
disarm the police and penetrate the 
Jewish quarter. They were spurred 
on by Arab women and the police 
were forced to open fire to prevent 
their reaching the Jewish section. 

The communique said that an un- 
identified Arab had clambered atop 


the old city wall and fired as the, 


police, wielding clubs, fought the mob. 
The firing then became general, with 
police ordered to shoot any who re- 
fused to retreat. 

The United Press correspondent 
was an eye-witness of the skirmish. 
The Arabs, howling in rage and im- 
potent fury. slowly fell back as the 
police beat them. Scores fell to the 
street senseless, but for a while it 
appeared as though the mob would 
prevail. 

They gathered near the government 
offices and refused to disperse until 
fired on.

LITTLE SUCCESS 


In Three Plane Crashes 


Mid-Air Collision Brings Tragedy at Amarillo, 
Texas, Where Two ‘Circus’ 


Ships Crash While Diving.

Six men and a woman were killed 


and one man was critically injured 
yesterday in airplane crashes at Ama- 


rillo, Texas, and Westboro. Mass. 

The Amarillo crashes occurred aft- 
er a spectacular collision between 
two planes which were diving at paper 
streamers dropped by a third ship 
to advertise an air circus. One of 
the planes plunged into a street, kill- 
ing the pilot and two members of the 
aerial troupe, and the other fell 
through the roof of a laundry. The 
pilot of the second ship was seriously 
burt, 

In the other accident, a cabin plane 
carrying three men and a woman on 
a flight to Worcester, Mass., fell on 


a farm near the Westboro airport. | 
The four bodies were found in the | 


wreckage. 
CIRCUS TROUPE FLIERS DIE 
AFTER COLLISION IN AIR 

AMARILLO, Texas, Oct. 29.—() 
Three air circus troupe fliers were 
killed and a fourth was injured in 
the crash of two planes after a spec- 
tacular collision in diving at paper 
streamers dropped by another ship 
above the city today. 

The planes fell in the view of 
thousands, one dropping through the 
roof of a laundry; the other plunging 
into a nearby street. 

The dead were Pilot Ezra Wiggins, 
of Hooker, Okla.: Bill Tullis, of Lib- 
eral, Kan., and Frank Clay. of Mor- 
rill, Neb. All were in the silver- 
colored three-place ship which crash- 
ed in the street. 

Art Stude, of Woodward, suffered 
the fracture of one leg and an armgin 
his fall through the laundry roof. On 
week days a dozen or more workers, 
would have been in the plane’s path. 

W. R. Rutherford, who watched the 


ships from a distance of three blocks, 


said the mid-air collision was “so 
beautiful it seemed unreal.” 

“I saw the silver colored ship cut 
the serpentine streamers and pass on 
out of view.”’ Rutherford said. “The 
brown plane (Stude’s) headed for the 
streamers. when it was only a short 
distance away the silver plane, cut- 
ting a small arc, appeared again, head- 
ed for the tape at the same altitude. 

“They banked in opposite directions 
and the silver ship seemed to side- 
swipe the other just back of the right 
wing.” 

Other planes in the air at the time 
were piloted by Bobby Gunn and Dilts 
McHugh, both of Liberal, Kan. They 
announced plans for continuing the 
show despite the crash. 

Wiggin's plane dropped in front of 
the Salvation Army headquarters, 
three blocks from the city’s main 


| thoroughfare. 


The laundry into which Stude’s ship 
fell is just two blocks from a 12- 
story hotel, the Amarillo. 

Mrs. Stude was en route here from 
Woodward to be with her husband, 
whose condition was described by phy- 
sicians as critical. 

N. Vernon, owner, and Russell 
Fowler. manager of the laundry, were 
in the business office when the plane 
crashed through the roof. The ship 
was smashed into hyndreds of pieces. 
Stude was thrown clear of the wréck- 
age and was sittin® erect against a 
wall of the building when Vernon and 
Fowler reached him. 

Physicians said he would recover. 

“I didn’t see the other plane,” he 
said. ‘I was hit from the right side. 
[ tried to cut off my motor, but it 
was too late to do anything, I don't 
remember anything else until I was 
being picked up inside the laundry.” 

Wiggins and Stude each held trans- 
port licenses, their associates said. 


ATLANTAN KILLED 


Frank C. Simmons’ Body 
Found Near Track; Was” 
World War Veteran. 


Frank C. Simmons, 37-year-old 
World War veteran, who resided at 
574 Hansell sttfeet, N. E., was killed 
by a train Saturday or Sunday near 
Connersville, Ind. 

Details of the accident which claim- 
ed the life of the Atlanta man were 
not known to relatives here. 

The body was discovered near a 
railroad bridge east of Connersville 
at about 6 o’clock Sunday morning. 
He had apparently fallen from a train 
beneath its wheels. 

Identification was established by 
army discharge papers in Simmons 
clothes and relatives here were noti- 
fied by telegram. 

Jack Mafining, a city fireman who 
is a brother-in-law of the dead man, 
said Simmons had been out of work 
for some time. He identified Sim- 
mons’ body by a description of tattoo 
marks on his arms and shoulder. 

Simmons was a member of the 14th 
cavalry and was stationed at Fort 
Sam Houston. He is survived by his 
mother, Mrs. Simmons; his 
grandmother, Mrs. Angelyn Stovall; a 
brother, George Simmons; and a Ssis- 
ter, Mrs. Angelyn Manning, of At- 
lanta. The body will be brought to 
Atlanta for funeral services and in- 
terment, with arrangements to be 4n- 
nounced by the Brandon-Bond-Condon 
Company.

PATRONAGE POLICY

HOLDS UNGHANGED 


Roosevelt Firm in Policy 
of Giving Out Jobs Slow- 
ly and Rarely. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—(/)— 
In spite of patronage storms that 
threaten, administration officials have 
evidenced a determination to go slow- 
ly in distributing jobs and to use 
patronage powers to help broaden the 
base of the organization that elected 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to the presi- 
dency. 

They are prepared to meet, if neces- 
sary, the rumblings of criticism which 
have come in from the provincés that 
the “faithful” are not being taken 
care of promptly enough, that a great 
many republicans still retain their 
jobs in the government and a great 
many others who have been republic- 
ans until Mr. Roosevelt ran are com- 
ing into government positions along 
with old-time democrats. 

Answers Ready. 


The administration answer to the 
criticism is already prepared and is 
expected to quiet any waters that 
may be agitated. 

Those who handle patronage are 
telling those who complain of “nom- 
inal republicans” getting jobs in the 
administration that the democratic 
party nominally is a minority party, 
and that Mr. Roosevelt’s election was 
due to something like 6.000.000 per- 
sons, regarded as liberals, changing 
their ordinary political affiliations. 

High officials now desire to con- 
solidate democratic gains made in the 
1932 election, just as, after his elec- 
tion to the governorship of New York, 
Mr. Roosevelt set about to strengthen 
the upstate democratic organization. 
Postmaster-General Farley has been 
on a tour of northern New York pur- 
suing the idea that gains should be 
capitalized wherever possible. 

That policy is guiding the dispen- 
sation of patronage. Secretary Ickes 
and Sacretary Wallace are nominally 
progressive republicans. Half a dozen 
progressive senators supported the 
president also. The administration 
feels that those who did so should 
share alike with democratic patron- 
age. That feeling is responsible for 
some of the protests that have been 
made.

National bank investigation. 


Expressing amazement at the mag- 
nitude of the pool operations in Chase 
National bank stock by its security 
affiliate, the Chase Securities Corpo- 
ration, Fletcher, in an interview, said 
the new Glass law should be strength- 
ened in this regard. 

The banking committee chairman 
expressed fear the bankers could find 
ways to circumvent the present law 
which requires separation of the af- | 
filiates within a year from its enact- | 
ment date of last June. 

He advocated bulwarking the law 
with stringent provisions to prevent 
officers of banks from being connect- 
ed in any way with companies doing 
an investment banking business.

CONTBOL IS SEEN 


Observers Point Out 


America Now Has $4,323,- 
000,000 of Estimated 
Supply of $11,600,000,000

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29. 
President Roosevelt decided tonight 
to extend his price-lifting gold control 
campaign to a world basis through 
early purchases of the precious metal 
in the foreign markets. 


In going into the international gold 
market it apparently is the president’s 
intention to assure greater control 
over the monetary situation to stim- 
ulate commodity prices; and to bring 
nearer his goal of a managed cur- 
rency, 


At an all-afternoon White House 
conference, the president arranged for 
the immediate establishment of ma- 
chinery for the government purchases 
abroad through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

Government financial leaders, leav- 
ing the White House after dusk, were 
under strict injuftction not to talk 
and Mr. Roosevelt revealed only that 
the next move would be foreign pur- 
chases. 

Pending the setting up of the ma- 


_chinery, the first purchase probably 


will not made for a day or so. 

Officers of the New York Federal! 
Reserve bank joined in today’s confer- 
ence and it is expected that this in- 
stitution will play a part in the new 
venture, 

In a statement made through Ste- 
phen Early, a secretary, the president 
disclosed : 

“The subject under discussion was 
the immediate setting up of machin- 
ery under which the government, 
through the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, will be enabled to buy 
gold in the foreign markets.” 

Those at the conference included 
Dean Acheson, undersecretary of the 
treasury; Eugene Black, governor of 
the federal reserve board; Jesse H.

He called upon leaders of the public 
health movement to submit to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt a remedial plan that 
could be incorporated in the national 
recovery plan. 

Essentials of a national health plan, 
the statement said, are “not merely 
the control of communicable diseases 
but the full use of all facilities for 


prevention of physical and mental im- 
pairments, medical and dental care 
and social A 

Kingsbury proposed three immedi- 
ate steps, as follows: 

“The integration and co-ordination 
of all federal activities under a siugle 
head in one department. This could 
be accomplished at once under the 
president’s directions with such advis- 
ers as he may choose. Later it might 
be advisable to group all social, educa- 
tional and welfare activities of the 
federal government into one depart- 
ment with a cabinet member as its 
head and assistant secretaries for 
each of the principal fields of interest. 

“The formulation, by the federal 
head of public health activities, with 
the counsel of leaders in medicine, 
public health and social welfare, of a 
national plan of public health and 
medical care, for consideration by the 
president and congress.

and accepted by the parties. Sixteen 
cases were referred to local NRA 
bodies or the department of labor. 

Employe selections to choose repre- 
sentatives were held under board su- 
pervision in 23 cases. 

“Approximately 70 per-cent of all 
cases coming before the board,” said 
Wagner, “were due to difficulties over 
recognition of organizations gnd the 
exercise of collective bargaining. These 
figures speak for themselves, as also 
do those giving the total number of 
settlements achieved by the board. 
Especially noteworthy in regard to 
the 66 settlements is that much the 
larger proportion of these were agree- 
ments, usually written and _ signed, 
and thus bearing promise of perma- 
nence. The analysis is worth the con- 
sideration of those who want to get 
at the causes of labor unrest and who 
wish to gauge the success of the 
means of adjusting them.” 

Standards. 

Simultaneously NRA’s consumer ad- 
visory board made public a request 
to the bureau of standards for de- 
veloping what it described as “over- 
the-counter” standards for retail goods. 
What it wants is a definition of 
quality and grade so that all goods, 
no matter whether in fancy packages 
and heavily advertised or not, shall 
bear a plainly recognized, dependably 
arrived at, indication of quality. This 
would apply to a can of tomatoes, a 
shirt, a rug, or anything that people 
buy. A glance at the grade mark 
would tell whether the tomatoes were 
the best, ripest kind of fruit; whether 
the shirt or rug contained the grade 
of cotton, wool, silk or other material 
that was established to wear the 
longest. 
Goods of second or third grade, the 
board believes would continue to sell 
on a price basis. As an example of 
the practicability of this, its officials 
frequently refer to a brand of pine- 
apple which is advertised in various 
grades with explanation of the differ 
ence between them.

Majority of Papers Favor 
Recognition of Soviet Union 


NEW YORK CITY, Oct. 29.— 
Recognition of soviet Russia oz the 
United States is favored by per 
cent of 1,139 daily newspapers of this 
country, figures compiled by the 
Committee on Russian-American Re- 
lations of the American Foundation 
revealed Sunday as they were released 
on the eve of important negotiations 
between United States and Russian 
representatives in Washington. 

A total of 718 daily papers replied 
to a questionnaire in the affirmative; 
29 favor recognition with conditions ; 
306 are opposed; 79 take no stand on 
the matter, and 7 gave their views 
but failed to reply to the injuiry as 
framed. The questionnaire was ad- 
dressed to the general daily press in 
all parts of the country. 

Recognition, as included in the in- 
quiry, was defined to mean the im- 
mediate establishment of diplomatic 
relations, with agreement to enter 
upon subsequent negotiations for the 
adjustment of all outstanding claims 
and other matters now in dispute be- 
tween the two countries. The question 
asked was: “Does your paper favor 
or oppose the recognition of Russia?” 

Newspapers in all sections, regard- 
less of political affiliations, replied to 
the query which was prepared by a 
committee composed of leading Amer- 
ican teachers, bankers, lawyérs, en- 
gineers and statesmen. 


Curtis Bok, chairman of the com- 
mittee, framed the definition of recog- 
nition and outlined its significance 
as follows: 


— 

“The definition of recognition on 
which our inquiry was based simply 
notes the method of recognition fol- 
lowed in the case of the 25 powers 
that have already recognized’ the 
Soviet Union. In no case has recog- 
nition of the union been conditional, 
although certain general understand- 
ings have sometimes accompanied 
recognition, such aS’ mutual under- 
standings to refrain from propaganda, 
and agreements upon proceduure for 
later adjusting of claims. The Soviet 
Union has been willing to make ar- 
rangements of this kind but has re- 
peateciy shown that any form of con- 
ditional recognition is not accept- 
able.” 

“The soviet government takes the 
line that diplomatic recognition is 
simply the establishment of the ma- 
chinery for discussion and that recog- 
nition and the exchange of ambassa- 
dors must therefore precede negotia- 
tion upon other points,” Mr. Bok said. 

The chairman said the other coun- 
tries which have recognized the union 


were in much the same position as the 
United States.and the union itself has 
expressed willingness to discuss these 
questions with the United States pro- 
vided agreements shall apply to both 
countries. 

“A good deal of the uncertainty 
that has surrounded the question of 
recognizing Russia has been due to 
the division of opinion that exists in 
this country as to what recognition 
really means, i. e., whether the act of 
recognition is to be understood mere- 
ly as the establishing of diplomatic 
machinery or whether the act of ree- 
ognition implies indorsement of the 
constitutionality of the government 
recognized and approval of its prin- 
ciples. The traditional policy the 
United States has followed, with few 
deviations, is to recognize any de fac- 
to government that has been able to 
maintain order without substantial re- 
sistance to its authority, . . .” 

Mr. Bok continued: “The idea that 
the establishment of diplomatic rela- 
tions implies in any degree the relin- 
quishing of United States claims is— 
as descri by Judge John Bassett 
Moore—the limit of human incoher- 
ence. 

“In the judgment of our committee, 
a good deal of the complexity and con- 
fusion that surrounds the question 
would be removed by a clearer con- 
ception of what we mean by recogni- 
tion and what the traditional policy 
of the United States in this regard 
seems substantially to be.”

‘FOUR KILLED IN CRASH 
OF CABIN AIRPLANE 

WESTBORO, Mass., Oct. 29.—() 
Three men and a woman were killed 
here today when their cabin airplane 
nose dived on the Fairbanks farm, 
near the Westboro airport. 

The dead were: Oliver H. Walton, 
34, Needham; Clarence E. Heath, 25, 
Needham; -George F. Chapman, 35, 
instructor and pilot of the Westwood 
airport at Walpole. 
Walton, 34, wife of Walton. 

William Snyder of Walpole, owner 
of the Westwood airport, who helped 
to complete identification of the bodies 
after the crash, said the plane was 
on its way to Worcester in one of 
the weekly trips the occupants made 
on Sundays. 

The plane was so completely 
wrecked that it was 20 minutes before 
it was known that four had met their 
death. Only two bodies were imme- 
diately discovered. Chief of Police 
Thomas Humphries said he believed 
Walton was piloting the plane. 

Reginald W. Rawding of Worces- 
ter said he saw the plane diving and 
that in its downward course the wing 
fabric ripped off and streamed behind. 
He said he believed the motor had 
been shut off. There was no fire. 

Albert Desjardin, manager of the 
Westboro airport, said when the plane 
was at an altitude of about 500 feet 
it dropped, turned upside down and 
then nose dived. 

Rawding, his nephew, Judson 
Rawding Jr., Lynn, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Desjardin were the first to reach the 
plane. Desjardin removed the flares 
from the right side of the cockpit be- 
cause of the danger from gasoline.

ACTION IS SEEN AS SWITCH 
TO AGGRESSIVE CONTROL. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—(#)—A 
switch from passive to aggressive con- 
trol of the value of the American dol- 
lar was seen by monetary experts 
tonight in President Roosevelt’s an- 
nouncement that the R. F. C. would 
extend its gold buying to foreign 
markets. 

The distinct possibility of a gigantic 
three-cornered international contest in 
the. world money markets among’ the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France, was noted by some Wall 
Street observers. One economist) saw 
significance in the fact that this step 
was announced while the British war 
debt negotiations were still in prog- 
ress. 

So far as the United States is con- 
cerned, as the new Washington mon- 
etary policy was interpreted here, it 
is not intefested in the foreign gold 
itself, but is determined to reduce 
the purchasing power of the dollar, and 
to whatever extent this necessitates 
buying foreign gold, Uncle Sam pro- 
poses to buy it. The American gold 
stock, however, approximately some 
$4,323,000,000, is already more than 
a third of the world’s monetary 
supply. 

The experiment of the past weeks of 
posting a price for newly-mined do- 
mestic gold independent of the world 
market has found the dollar unre- 
sponsive in forign exchange dealings. 
While the dollar price of gold has 
been boosted approximately 9 per cent 
foreign gold currencies such as the 
French franc have advanced only 
about 6 per cent. 

It appears therefore that the United 
States must sell dollars in the foreign 
exchange market to reduce the ex- 
change value of the currency, and buy- 
ing gold in London, for instanoce, 
would tend to accomplish this, since 
selling pressure against dollars would 
result as dollars were offered in ex- 
change for sterling to pay for the 
gold. 

So far as Great Britain is con- 
cerned any sharp depreciation of the 
dollar would be expected to bring re- 
taliatory measures. An_ unofficial 
warning that such measures would be 
taken was made by Sir Robert Horne, 
former chancellor of the exchequer, in 
an address before the New York Bond 
Club’ only last week. 

Great Britain is believed in inter- 
national banking quarters here to be 
determined, for the protection of her 
position in world trade, to prevent 
the pound from going above its old 
parity with the dollar. It was not 
far from that level at the close of 
dealings yesterday.

IANUARY 1 DEADLINE 
OR Pie INOCULATION 


The state department of agriculture 
reminded Georgia farmers Sunday that 
they have only until January 1 to 
inoculate their current pig_ crops 
against cholera with serum and virus 
purchased through the department at 
reduced cost. 

Under the department’s contract 
with the manufacturers, the serum is 
available at 81 cents for 100 cubic 
centimeters and the virus at 80 cents. 

Fred T. Bridges, assistant commis- 
sioner, said that under the NRA code 
recently adopted by the industry the 
prices have been increased to 55 cents 
and $1.50, but the department has 
arranged for continuation of its con- 
tract until the first of the year. 

After that time, he said, there will 
be no reduced prices for anybody. 

He said the department had dis- 
tributed 4,000,000 cubic centimeters of 
the serum and virus at cost, with 
county commissioners in some sections 
of the state providing them free to 
farmers unable to pay. 

Through its veterinarians, he said, 
the department has trained about 120 
laymen in 30 counties to administer 
the serum and virus, without cost to 
the men under training or to the 
farmers in the community they will 
serve. 

The assistant commissioner also 
urged farmers to take advantage of 
reduced prices available through the 
department for soil inoculation bac- 
teria to increase the value of vetch, 
clover, peas and other field legumes.

RUSSIA GAINS IN FAVOR. 
The sweeping change in the atti- 
tude of the American public toward 
the recognition by this government 
of soviet Russia is revealed in the 
overwhelming approval manifested 
by the press of the first step to 
this end taken in President Roose- 
velt’s letter to President Kalinin. 
Up to a year or so ago the aver- 
Age American citizen was opposed 
to diplomatic recognition of the 
‘bolshevist government, largely be- 
cause of its repudiation of the debts 
due to this government and to 
American financial and commercial 
institutions, and to its alleged at- 
tempts to spread the doctrine of 
bolshevism in the United States. 
So well organized and intense 
was this opposition that during the 
present year open discussion of 
recognition subsided, but it is ap- 
parent from the reception given to 
President Roosevelt’s move that a 
major change of public opinion on 
the subject has been taking place. 
The St. Louis Post-Dispatch,. in- 
fluential midwestern democratic 
newspaper, echoes the change in 
public sentiment and points out the 
grounds upon which recognition 
can be granted to Russia, despite 
the conflicting political faiths be- 
tween the two countries, in an 
editorial in which it says: 


Mr. Roosevelt strikes a happy 
chord in his Russian note. There is 
a destiny of nations which transcends 
all such immediacies as that which 
has estranged the United States and 
Russia. We bear a prophetic rela- 
tion to the rest of the world, and so 
does Russia. It would be to defeat 
the usefulness of both countries for 
them to turn their backs upon each 
other. Far apart as their political 
theories and practices are, they can 
still learn from each other. It is a 
hostile country that interferes with 
the domestic affairs of another na- 
tion, that repudiates its obligations 
to another nation. It is a friendly 


1933. 
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cerning boishevist agitation in the 


United States and the repudiated 
debts. 

The agitation bugaboo has long 
Since been exploded. If there ever 


was any serious effort to spread | 


bolshevist propaganda in the United 
States, the policies adopted at Mos- 
cow since Stalin assumed control 
are definitely against such activi- 
ties. 

With reference to the debts, it 
is improbable that all of them will 
ever be paid, but unquestionably 
there is a willingness now on the 
part of the soviet leaders to dis- 
cuss some basis of settlement of 
the obligations due to business and 
private interests in America. 

With so astute a statesman as 
Litvinoff coming as the soviet rep- 
resentative in the conferences to 
be held at Washington, there ap- 
pears to be, in view of the public 
reaction to President Roosevelt’s 
letter, little doubt that recognition 
will be formally announced in the 
near future. 


HARLEM’S FALSE FRONT. 

Harlem, the particular paradise 
to which thousands of southern 
negroes have been attracted during 
the past decade, is pictured by the 
New York Herald Tribune as being 
far from the haven for the op- 
pressed that it is reputed to be by 
those who seek to entice the ne- 
groes away from their homes south 
of the Mason and Dixon line. 


On the other hand, according to 
this newspaper, it is the “hun- 
griest, unhealthiest, most depres- 
sion-ridden section in Greater New 
York ,.. and concealed behind its 
rows of trim houses, and masked 
by the sartorial splendor of its in- 
habitants, are more misery and de- 
spair than may be found in any 
other neighborhood of the city.” 

Harlem is further pictured as “‘all 
front and no depth, where clothes 
are fine, but stomachs are empty” 
—a condition, as every southerner 
knows, exactly the reverse of the 
status of the negro in the south, 
Southern negroes may not be well 
clothed and their homes may be 
humble, but, taken as a group, they 
are as well fed as any of the great 
middle classes of American citizens 
—a state of affairs that is con- 
tributed to very largely by their 
easy access to the larders of the 
white people whom so many of the 
race serve as house servants. 

Commenting that “Harlem would 
probably gladly sell for a song its 
superficial elegance in exchange for 
a little cornfield happiness,” the 
Memphis Commercial Appeal goes 
on to observe—

Hitler’s Book 


In America. 


It is to be hoped that Herr Hitler’s 
book, “Mein Kampf,” which is short- 
ly to be 4} sg ng the United States 
under title, “My Task” or “My 
Combats,” will be attentively read by 
many thousands. It is worth reading, 
provided the whole book is all there, 
and not merely a few extracts. To 
offer the American public extracts 
would be nothing less than deceiving 
the American public. 


In German, the book is tortuous 
reading. The language is bad, in 
many places obscure and even incom- 
prehensible. book teems with 
such observations as these: “Every 
German who is born within the Ger- 
man community is a German, whether 
he likes it or not. He is one with 
that community and the interests of 
the community are his. With this 
conception T destroy at one blow the 
idea of class differences.” 


It would indeed be wonderful if the 
mere word of Herr Hitler actually 
destroyed class differences in Ger- 
many or anywhere else. Alas, the 
truth is otherwise. Surely, all Ger- 
mans are equal before the majesty of 
the law and both Herr Krupp von 
Bohlen and Hans Schmidt, the un- 
employed worker of Berlin-Weddinug 
are forbidden to sleep under the bridge 
or steal a loaf of bread and it is no 
difficulty at all for Herr Krupp to 
stay within the law. It might be 
different with Hans Schmidt, though. 
To Americans who know France, and 
there are many thousands, the re- 
marks by Herr Hitler, in the German 
version of “Mein Kampf,” on the 
subject of the French as a negroid 
people must come somewhat as a sur- 
prise. Or that declaration that “Jews 
have no art” at a moment when a 
French literary weekly comes to the 
conclusion that of the twenty great- 
est painters now living, nineteen are 
Jews, including the man who is hail- 
ed the greatest painter of modern 
Germany: Lieberman.

Gareth Jones, former secretary to 
Lloyd George and Hamilton Fyfe, the 
distinguished writer, debated the ques- 
tion of Russia on the motion “that 
communism has failed to benefit the 
population of Russia,” before the Lib- 
eral school in Cambridge, England. 
The main results of the collectiviza- 
tion policy on the farms had been 
famine, contended Mr. Jones. Famine 
had been accompanied by a catas- 
trophic decrease in the number of cat- 
tle. “Land, bread and liberty,” in 
these words were the recurrent theme 
of the peasant’s complaint. He was 
revolted by the attitude of the liberal 
press in England, for he considered 
that the oppression of the kulak has 
not only been very brutal, but a ter- 
rible loss to Russian agriculture. 


Hamilton Fyfe said he did not be- 
lieve a word of the famine stories. 
Politically, he thought much the same 
as before the revolution, but in the 
matter of police administration there 
had been drastic changes. A man now 
entered the army as one would go to 
a university. The old brutality was 
no more. The army was a school and 
a very valuable school. The tyranny 
of the church “of a degraded supersti- 
tion” had also gone. Down in the 
Ukraine, he said, where before the 
revolution they were always on the 
boil, they were now perfectly con- 
tented. So says Hamilton I yfe. 


Personally, I would add this: one 
thing I saw particularly well in Rus- 
sia, to wit, conditions in the Ukraine. 
I traveled there just before the gen- 
eral order came through forbidding 
foreign correspondents to continue 
their tours of investigations. My im- 
pression was that the Ukraine is the 
most dangerous part of the union in 
so far as Moscow is concerned. There 
is a strong anti-Stalin current there. 
This current is partly Trotskyist and 
partly nationalist. But that they are 
perfectly content in a land where 
there has just been a terrible famine 
—for there is no question of this— 
is going a little too far. I don’t say 
the bolsheviks inflicted the famine on 
the population, Nevertheless, it is 
their policy which brought it about.

THE CAUSES OF CVD. 

Cardiovascular degeneration or dis- 
ease (CVD) includes hardening of the 
arteries, myocarditis or slow heart 
muscle failure, angina pectoris, many 
cases of apoplexy (cerebral hemor- 
rhage, stroke or paralysis) and many 
cases of chronic nephritis (Bright's 
disease.) Besides this general condi- 
tion embraces a good many cases of 
“general breakdown” where the brunt 
of the degeneration is not felt chiefly 
in one of these more familiar mani- 
festations. CVD now tops the list in 
the causes of death. Nearly all of us 
will die of it if we live long and 
wrong enough. 

What we doctors don’t know about 
the causes of CVD fills many tomes. 
When we don’t know much we always 
lean heavily on theory. Before we 
cousider the nature and cause of the 
condition we had better dispose of one 
or two false conceptions based on ex- 
ploded theories. 

First, the old saying that a man 1s 
as old as his arteries served to fix 
attention unduly upon the arteries. Of 
course, a man or a woman or a chil 
is as old as his arteries or his mus- 
cles or his lungs or his teeth. If 
a man has gray hair you wouldn't 
conclude he is old because his hair is 


gray: his hair is gray because the 
man is old, 

Second, the theory that too much 
meat is hard on the arteries, the kid- 
néys, the blood pressure or something. 
This theory was based on another 
theory, that Animal protein or nitro- 
genous matter (albumen, lean meat) 
more readily undergoes putrefaction in 
the intestine and that the products of 
putrefaction are more or less poison- 
ous and are absorbed into the blood 
and produce a kind of poisoning of 
the system called “autointoxication.’ 
I assure you this is all a mistake. 
Scientifically no such systemic pol- 
soning has been demonstrated. Prac- 
tically, experimentally, the excessive 
consumption of meat by man has been 
proved quite harmless. So | assert 
without fear of competent contradic- 
tion that there is no reason why CVD 
patients or persons training for car- 
diovascular degeneration should not 
eat meat, light meat, dark meat, fish, 
fowl, eggs, cheese, game. 

Third. the overeating idea—mind 1 
don’t call overeating a theory. There 
is, 1 believe, good reason to think that 
one who regularly eats more than be 
can metabolize to advantage (and this 
includes victuals and beverages), does 
put a load, a strain, a burden on his 
heart and arteries and courts a pre- 
mature physical decline, 
degeneration. As a rule, persons who 
overeat perform their outstanding 
feats in the domain of the delectable 
carbohydrates, starches, sugars, ds, 
cakes, pastries, sweets—because these 
are the easiest to eat and most avail- 
able. Frankly I don't know whether 
overeating has anything to do with 
CVD or not, but most good physicians 
still feel that it may be a factor. Per-

Reports of Girl Changing to Man 
Denied by California Parents 


OAKLAND, Cal., Oct. 29.—(UP) 
Mystery today surrounded the strange 
case of a 23-year-old Oakland girl who 
is reported to be changing from wom- 
an to man, as doctors connected with 
the case expressed a great reluctance 


At Highland hospital two physicians 
said that the girl, whose name has 
been concealed from the public, has 
developed both mental and physical 
characteristics of a man. They blame 
the metamorphosis on the delicate bal- 
ance between the thyroid and adrenal 
glands. They have acted to check the 
changes and have been partially suc- 
cessful. 

The girl’s parents, however, insist 


that she was taken to the hospital for 
observation of a goiter, that an opera- 
tion had been considered unnecessary 


and that she had returned home. 

One of the physicians declared ve- 
hemently that, “I will never make 
another statement about that girl if I 
live to be 150 years old.” 

The two doctors at the hospital 
were authority for the original story 
concerning the girl, whose character- 
istics were prédominantly feminine at 
one time. The transformation started 
about two years ago, they said, when 
the girl was a blonde. Her hair turn- 
ed to a coarse brown and her shoul- 
ders became mannishly square. 

“Miss X,” as she is referred to by 
the physicians, said that she had be- 
come increasingly interested in sports, 
especially tennis, golf and swimming. 
Her muscular development during the 
last two years has been of a pro- 
nounced masculine tendency. 


Religion Everything or Nothing, 
Dr. Louie Newton Says in Sermon 


Not until people comprehend that 
religion, if it is anything, must be 
everything. can they conceive of life 
as the daily practice of the presence 
of God, Dr. Louie D. Newton, pastor 
of the Druid Hills Baptist church, told 
a radio audience Sunday morning in 
the course of a sermon broadcast over 


station WGST. 

Dr. Newton based his comment on 
a stanza of Browning’s “Rabbi Ben 
Ezra.” which Miss Martha Berry sent 
to him and requested that he read. 
The line in the stanza—Our times 
are at hand”’—prompted Dr. Newton 
to emphasize the omnipotence of God, 
as the thought is defined in the Bibie. 

Dr. Newton said that by every-day 
religion he understood that people 
were laying claim to the promise Jesus 
made to his disciples on a mountain 
slope in Galilee after the resurrection 
.«« “I am with you alway, even unto 
the end of the age.” 


There are five aspects of “this great 
promise,” he said: the assurance that 
the presence is God; the assurance 
that the promise is to those who will 
go “teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
vou;” the assurance that the prom- 
ise covers all places; thay the pres- 
ence is perpetual, and finally, the as- 
surance that when “this age is ended 
we shall then behold Him face to 
face.” 

“Thus we see,” said Dr. Newton, 
“that if our trust is in God, we can 
never be alone . . . And with this as- 
surance of His presence, we need have 
no fear as to our equipment and pow- 
er. We do not know where He will 
send us, but we know He will not 
send us anywhere without first pre- 
paring that place for our coming and, 
second, going with us. 

“If He is with us,’ Dr. Newton as- 
serted, “we will wish to serve Him, 
even as He served when He was walk- 
ing the dusty roads of Galilee.”

Spent 11 Million in 32 


NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—(#)—The 
Rockefeller Foundation, announcing 
total appropriations of $11,577,064 
were made during 1932, said tonight 
that it was impressed with the im- 
portance of research in the field of 
economic stabilization. 

“Much physicial illness, mental dis- 
exder, family disintegration, crime, 
and politieal and social instability 
trace their origins to economic 
causes,” the report said. “In a time 
of depression, when millions of unem- 
ployed are unable to command the ne- 
cessities of life, there is the incessant 
question as to why this distressing 
situation arises in a country where 
raw materials are plentiful, where 
technological equipment is of the best, 
and where workers are eager to ap- 
ply their productive capacities, 

“The Foundation, although not it- 
self a research agency in the social 
sciences, is impressed with the im- 
portance of research in this field. It 
therefore seeks to strengthen existing 
institutions which are collecting and 
appraising basic information and to 
assist in advancing particular studies 
which deal with problems of economic 
stabilization.” 

The total amount appropriated in 
1932 for work in the social sciences, 
the report said, was $2,622,567,

COURSE FOR DRYS 


Says Sincere Members of 
Both Sides Must Now 
- Work Together. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 29.— 
The sincere drys and the sincere wets 
must effect a working combination if 
there is to be prevented a return to 
the conditions obtaining in the United 
States before prohibition, Governor 
Pinchot declares in an address before 
the Penn State Christian Association. 

Outlining his lifelong belief in pro- 
hibition and his personal adherence 
to its principles in his introduction 
and restating his belief that prohihi- 
tion can be enforced, the governor 
states that repeal.is no longer a ques- 
tion. It is here except for a few 
days, he says, and he admonishes drys 
to accept that fact and bow to the 
will of the majority. 

The governor then gives his views 
on the steps necessary to be takeh 
if a return to the pre-prohibition days 
with the alliance of liquor and poli- 
tics and saloons is to be prevented. 

He says: 

“This nation is not going straight 
to the dogs. A great majority of 
the American people are decent, tem- 
perate, clear thinking, clean living 
folk.. In the end their will must 
prevail. 

“Accepting as a good citizen the 
decision of the majority does not, I 
repeat, mean the surrender of my 
convictions. Especially it does not 
remove my obligation to help in re- 
ducing to the minimum the evils 
which, in my judgment, the return 
of liquor will surely bring with it. 
To that end: 

“1. The saloon must not come back. 
On this point there is a general agree- 
ment between sincere drys and sincere 
wets. 

“2. Liquor must be kept out of poli- 
tics. On this point also there isa 
general agreement between sincere 
drys and sincere wets. 

“3. Liquor must not be sold with- 
out restraint. It must not be sold 
at every hot. dog stand along the 
highways.

“If upon such vital points as these 
there is a general agreement between 
Sincere drys and sincere wets, then 
it is perfectly clear that they ought 
to work together to put these points 
over. They ought to work together 
to prevent the return of liquor from 
bringing back the worst of the evils 
which might easily come with it. 

“In my judgment the business of 
the sincere drys from now on is not 
to attempt to nullif®@the decision of 
the American people, which incidental- 


ly cannot be done, but to work with } 
all other men and women of good will 


to keep down the evils of liquor. 

“It is my business and your busi- 
ness, as I see if, to co-operate with 
all who will co-operate with us for 
the wise and effective handling of the 
liquor traffic. It is our business to 
prevent every preventable evil. It is 
our business to hold back by the dam 
of efficient contro] that flood of 
troubles which would fall upon our 
people if liquor were allowed once 
more; to become the tool of tinscrupu- 
Ious politicians and the meal ticket 
of innumerable promiscuous dispensers 
of booze. 

“Our job is not over because the 
eighteenth amendment is about to be 
repealed. On the contrary, the drys 
need to be far more active than they 
have been for years. Not active to 
defeat the will of the American peo- 
ple, but to create a new will and to 
regulate and control liquor for the 
greatest good of the greatest number. 
We are drys, but we are Americans 
first.”

OPOSSUMS, 
On a lonely, dusty road late one 
afternoon I was startled to confrout 
three lop-eared hounds that were too 


lazy to walk, but made progress of 
sorts by loping along their way, 
throwing a leg here and there as 
needed to keep from falling.

The dne thinks 
of the American opossum in terms of 
teeth, bones, skull and mode of repro- 
duction; the other in terms of culi- 
nary accomplishment. While it is not 
impossible that these extremes should 
approach each other and even overlap 
occasionally, it is rare that they do 
so. And since the possum and taters 
are familiar to almost every southern- 
er. let me give you a few of the points 
that make the opossum a most inter- 
esting animal to the zoologist. 

First of all, there are the teeth. 
A primitive dental formula is usually 
considered a mark of great racial age 
and the opossum has a battery of

RUM ADS BARRED 
FROM ORY STATES 


Postoffice Will Not Ad- 
mit Advertising Address- 
ed Into Dry Areas. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—())— 
Repeal or no repeal, the Reed amend- 
ment will not allow the postoffice de- 
partment to accept,diquor advertise- 
ments addressed to persons in dry 
states. 


The postoffice department made that 
clear today in a statement based on 
a ruling of the department of justice. 


Recent publication of liquor adver- 
tisements in expectation of re’. 
raised the question which result 
the ruling. 


The department of justice wu 
quoted as stating that the Reed 
amendment, prohibiting the use of the 
mails for advertisement of intoxicating 
liquors or the solicitation of orders 
for such liquors in prohibition states, 
was not affected by ‘‘the so-called 
beer act of March 22, 1933” and 
would not be affected in the event of 
repeal. o 
‘ **The ratification of the 21st amend- 
ment (repeal of the 18th) will not, 
therefore, authorize the postoffice de- 
partment to admit to the mails the 
‘matter which is now unmailable un- 
der that statute,” the postoffice said. 

“The Reed amendment provides 
that ‘no letter, potal card, circular, 
newspaper, pamphlet, or publication 
of any kind containing an advertise- 
ment of or a solicitation of any orders 
for liquors shall be admitted to the 
use of the mails when directed to any 
addressees ‘at a place or point in any 
state . . »#at which it is by the law 
in force in the state ... unlawful to 
advertise or solicit orders for such 
liquors. ...’ 

“Advertisements or solicitations of 
the kind defined in the foregoing 
statute are not now mailable and in 
the opinion of the attorney-general 
will not be mailable to or in prohi- 
bition states in the event of repeal. 
The postoffice department will be 
guided accordingly.

Rise on Strength of Gold 
| Buying Policy Reduced 
to 31-Point Gain in Later 
Trading. — 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 29.—(P%)— 
The cotton market has been some- 
what more active during the past 


week. although there have been some 
périods of extreme quiet. The course 
of prices ha been upward although 
the advance occurred in the first 
art of the week after the gold buy- 

policy at higher prices by the gov- 
ernment was announced. The market 
was further stimulated by the hold- 
ing movement by producers of spot 
cotton. 

On the other hand the market 
showed some tendency to react in the 
last part of the week, owing to more 
liberal hedge selling, weakness in 
stocks and wheat and the delays in 
starting the advance under the ten 
cent plan and some indications that 
farmers are balking at the pledges 
to reduce acreage during the coming 
season. 

Prices advanced in early week to 
9.73 for December, a gain of 53 points 
over the closing level of Saturday last. 
In the last days of the week prices 
gradually eased off under the pres- 
sure of profit taking and hedge sell- 
ing losing a little ever a dollar a bale 
and the final closing figures showed 
net gains for the week of 31 points. 

Reports from the interior indicated 
that harvest is about completed with 
the crop virtually all picked except 
in some sections of the extreme north. 
Even there harvesting has been ad- 
vanced to a point where the possi- 
bility of damage by frost is considered 
neglizible. 

While the ho'ding movement in the 

spot market continues as determined 
as ever, there were some indications 
of more liberal offerings during the 
middle of the week at the time prices 
were at their highest. but at the close 
of the week the firmness of holders 
WAS a8 pronounced as ever. 
Exports for the week were rather 
liberal and the total foreign ship- 
ments for the season now exceed last 
year by 326,000 bales.
